refused to listen to union offi­ 
cials at a stormy meeting Mon­ 
day night and voted overwhelm­ 
ingly to continue the “ extended 
holiday” started Sunday night. 


The .strikers protested com­ 
plex grievance procedures in­ 
eluded in the current national 
contract negotiated by Team ­ 
sters 
International 
President 
Jam es 
R. 
Hoffa 
and 
vowed 
they would not return to their 
jobs until a strike-bound truck­ 


ing 
firm 
rehires 
four 
union 
members who were fired. 


Hoffa had said in Washington 
Monday that the men would be 
back at work today and union 
officials 
and 
the 
executive 
board of the local were shouted 
down when they urged an end 
to the strike. Judge Leo Wein- 
rott issued a temporary injunc­ 
tion banning continuance of the 
strike but it was ignored by the 
rank and file workers. 


The strike and

paralyzed 
the 
movement of food and freight 
in the area. Large quantities 
food brought into the city dur­ 
ing the weekend were rotting at 
food centers because it could 
not be moved to stores.
